He 
arrived here in Torrance dur­ 
ing the heat wave and was as­ 
sured that it was -very unusual 
weather. Of course, he had ar­ 
rived in New York in the midst 
of Hurricane Connie and was as­ 
sured there that it.too, was very 
unusual weather. "I began to 
wonder," he said, "if there was 
.such a thing as' usual weather 
in the United States."

He had a choice of livinft In 
New York or here in TorrancC| 
and chose Torrance imme-1 
diately. "There is nothing in' 
New York." he said, "to com­ 
pare with the climate and won­ 
derful people here."
